Switchmen May Ask for 
five Cents 


Hour Raise Notwithstanding a 


Recent Voluntary Tilt. 


It will b- remembered th a t the 
Dis I* at* it chronicled a few days ago affa 
a ra -e in the 
wages of the local 
• t h m m of about one and one-half 
v *r*t- on the part of the N. P. com­ 
pany. 
It seems now* th at all sw itch­ 
man Will ask a larger raise than thin. 
The men in 
the Twin cit.es have 
taken the m atte r up and the fo luw- 
ing is taken from the St. Paul D is­ 
patch reg ard in g th#* m atter: 
“ If the managers of the various 
railway companies having terminals 
in the I win cities, voluntarily offer 
a raise of I 
cents an 
hour to the 
switchmen, with the idea that it 
would satisfy and 
keep them from 
a - king for a still g rea ter rai-*- they 
were mistaken. 
At any 
rat*' the 
proffered rai-e has 
been declined, 
and the demand made th a t the wages 
be .ncreased to 5 cents an 
hour. 
The railway 
companies will give 
their reply to the switchmen 
next 
week. 
“ The question of asking for an in­ 
crease of wages was brought up in 
the various Switchmen's union of St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, a n d a commit 
tee appointed do d raw a new sche­ 
dule of wages. 
This com m ittee r e ­ 
ported late in Septem ber th a t they 
would ask the railways to increase 
the wages 5 cents an hour, 
making 
the hourly schedule VA), 32 and 34 
Cents. 
The report was adopted, and 
the committee instructed 
to wait 
upon the various m anagers of the 
roads 
to subm it 
their 
demands. 
Just about the time th at the demands 
w**re to be subm itted the union was 
surprised to hear th at the railway 
companies had decided to give them 
a raise of ll 
cents an 
hour. 
The 
proposition was taken under consi­ 
deration and 
rejected.

mittee then went ahead with its work 
and the original dem ands have now 
been submitted to all the roads h a v ­
